ed British interests through’ six 
years of special difficulties, conse- 
quent on the enormous changes 
which followed the Boxer up. 
heaval and his successful conclu. 
sion in very brief time of the 
negotiations with China over the 
Tibetan question, negotiations 
which had been dragging  inter- 
minably nt Calcutta, has won him a 
final laurel. He will leave with 
the good wishes of all in this part 
of the world for the long enjoyment 
of his rest at home. 

When writing under this present 
heading five weeks ago, we sta'ed 
that the name most frequently 
suggested for the succession to Sir 
Ernest. Satow was that of Sir John 
Newell Jordan, ex-Minister to Corea,

It is vary cer- 
tain that our correspondent is 
expr fact when he says 
no exaggeration to say 
that public opinion thinks that 
it is very easy and cheap, too, 
to become a Spanish subject,” 
‘The remarkable point, however, in 
this connection, is that, whereas 
it appears to be a very simple and 
easy thing to become a Spanish 
subject here, it is, on the contrary, 
a very difficult matter to become 
naturalised in Spain,  Accord- 
ing to our correspondent, who 
uotes from the Articles of the 
Spanish Civil Law, letters of natur- 
alisation can be granted only by 
the Sovereign in a Royal Decree, 
and the Sovereign himself enn give 
such a document only when neces 
sary to reward the merits and ser- 
vices of a foreigner.” The very 
pertinent question is then put as to 
“where are the merits and services 
rendered to Spain by those Chinese 
who rush to the Spanish Consulate 
for protection?” 

That certificates of nationalisa- 
tion are issued to Chinese by the 
Spanish Consulate at Shanghai 
there oan be no question, ‘The 
copy of one of these documents, in 
Spanish and English, which we are 
able to reproduce, is sufficient evi- 
dence of this fact. naturalisa- 
tion paper was issued less than two 
months ago, and it would be inter- 
esting to know on what grounds the 
bearer, a native of Canton, was able 
to s-cure it; nothing is entered upon 
this cortificate except the name and 
age of the bearer, 

Tt is, at any rate, a matter of 
fiction that Spaniards living 
Shanghai are awakenin; 
necessity of looking into the mat- 
ter—of getting fuller information on 
asubject of grave importance. Our 
correspondent quo‘es, very appro- 
Brine the words used at the 

‘ixed Court in September last 
year, that “it was a very dangerous 
practice to allow Chinese subjects 
who had committed crimes, or were 
about to commit crimes, to rush to 
the Spanish Consulate and register 
themselves as Spanish subjects, and 
thus obtain the protection of the 
Spanish Consul.” Without going 
so faras to say thxd this hag ac- 
tually been done, the mere fact that 
itfis supposed to be possible makes 
it worth while to examine the ques- 
tion. The case in the Mixed Court, 
on the 19th of Inst month, when a 
number of Chinese were charged 
with gambling, is hero in point, 
Mr, Musso, who defended the 
prisoners asserted that, inasmuch as 
four of these men had certificates 
trom the Spanish Consul, the Court 
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had no juriediction over them, and 
Dr Barchet, (the American Assessor) 
could only admit that this was so. 
‘The four men were remanded for 
the hearing of the case before the 
Spanish assessor, Nearly three 
weeks have elapsed since then, bub 
as far as we have been able to 
ascertuin, no further steps have yet 
been taken in the mintter.

THE AMERICAN 
CONSULAR SERVICE.

‘Tue last few American mails 
have brought us from all over the 
‘States marked newspapers contain- 
ing articles under the customary 
startling headlines referring to the 
more striking parts of the report 
by Mr, H. F. D. Peirce, Third Assis- 
atnt Secretary of State, upon his 
vestigation of the American con- 
sulates in the Enst, It has been 
known for some months past that 
the report, which is now published, 
wns of a'very unfavourable charac- 
ter in reference to several of the 
principal consulates, and the drastic 
changes which have been brought 
about in the personnel of the 
service {were a direcb outcome 
Such being the case, it serves little 
purpose to continue the process 
of washing dirty linen in public, 
more especially as the abuses 
which arose were in great measure 
as chargenble to the system as to 
the men who fell under it; and it 
is more pleasant, as well as more 
profitable, to emphasise the very 
real reform which has taken place. 
Although special attention has 
been focussed on theconsulates of the 
Far Enst, the entire service has been 
reorganised by the Bill which has 
recently passed both Houses of Con- 
gress. ‘This Bill provides, among 
other things, for the classification of 
consular officers in grades; gives 
the President authority to transfer 
officers from one station to another 
pecniaes an inspection service with 
ve inspectors, who will rank as 
Consuls-General, receiving compen- 
sation of $5,000 per annum and 
all travelling expenses; requires 
that all clerks ut consulates shall 
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Is prohibits consults 
in law or other busi- 
ness, and requires that all consular 
fees, whether official or unofficial, 
are to be turned into the Treasury. 
An experienced officer of the 
American Consular Service has 
laced on record in a published 
letter a witty summary of the classes 
of men who in the past have too often 
obtained preferment to the detri- 
ment of the State, This enumeration 
is recalled by Mr. Francis B. Loomis, 
formerly Assistant Secretury of 
State, in an illuminating article in 
the “North Am in Review” 
(March issue), and is worth repzo- 
ducing.

The young man who 
begins to be a consul at twenty or 
twenty-two years of age, and who 
steps from his college into a con- 
sulate, may eventually be nn offi- 
cial of great value to his countr 
but the chances are that he will

THE FOREIGN 
TRADE OF CHINA IN 
1905.

Nor the least important sectio . 
of this year’s issue of the annual 
report on the foreign trade of China 
by Mr. H.R. Morse, is that which 
treats of treasure in general and 
more particularly of silver. 

During the year the provincial 
mints of China were active. The 
minting of whole dollars amounted 
to about $20,000,000 ; of silver sub- 
sidiary coins to 72,500,000 picces, 
valued at $14,432,800. The issues 
of the cent (10-cash piece) is cal- 
culated at the enormous total of 
about 7,500 millions, making an 
aggregate outpub of about 10,000 
millions since the first issues of this 
coin were made. The figures quot- 
ed, however, we are warned, are 
neither complete nor entirely trust- 
worthy. There is some interesting 
information in regard to the de- 
preciation of these one-cenb copper

The value of 
merchandise exported amounted to 
Hk. Tis. 227,888,197; ndding to 
this the invisible assets, estimate 
of 1908 (less expenditure on Mun- 
churian railways and garrison of 
Port Arthur) amounting to Hk. 
Tis. 149,400,000, we have a diff- 
erence to be accounted for 
of Hk. Tis. 156,692,696. “This 
unprovided balance may be cou- 
sidered a possible estimate of what 
may be called ‘war remit- 
tances’ which have, during the year, 
been covered by merchandise im- 
ported, subject, however, to some 
deduction for the balance of trans- 
frontier trade outwards over that 
inwards not included in this 
estimate.” 

The subject of the actual dis- 
position o: the silver which has to 
bey ilty the Government of China 
to procure gold for its foreign loans 
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and its indemnities to foreign 
Powers, is very fully gone into, the 
uucertainty still existing in the 
Chinese mind regard to this 
matter seeming to call for such 
discussion. 

‘The conclusions arrived at by 
Messrs. Chi A Conant, J. W. 
Jenks, Edward Brush, and others, 
that studies of the statistics of other 
silver-using countries, made with 
the purpose of ascertaining the 
effect on trade of the steadily de- 
clining value of silver currency, h ve 
shown that these countries pay year 
by year an increasingly larger 
quantity of products exported in 
return for the merchandise import- 
ed, are, according to Mr. Morse, not 
supported by the experience of 
China, and this result is so unexpect- 
ed that he gives, as an Appendix, 
the tables on which the calculations 
have been based, in order that 
they may serve as material for 
others wishing to work on the same 
lines. For China, it is demonstrated, 
the relation borne by exports to 
imports during the long period of 
forty years, shows a wonderful 
steadiness of values in international 
exchange of merchandise. ‘This fact 
necessitates the enquiry as to whe- 
ther there are not other fectors 
than the value of silver currency 
entering into the problem, Mr. 
Morse, in discussing the matter, 
brings forward a number of reasons 
to account for this, but the space 
‘at our disposal will not permit us 
to enlarge on this phase of the 
question. 

One point in this connection, 
however, ought not to be overlooked, 
even in’ the cursory and neces- 
sarily incomplete study of the 
subject here presented, and that is

FOGS ON THE CiINA 
COAST. 


Mr, F. G. Figg of tho Hongkong 
Observatory, has issued « report on fogs 
on the coast of China, ‘The occurrence 
of fog on the China coast has been 
investigated from observations made at 
tho Treaty Ports and lighthouso stations 
‘along the coast during the five yeu: 
1901 to 1905 inclusive. Mr. Figg gives 
the result of those observations, and ix 
assisted by comparative tables and 
charts. When the porcontage of the 
whole of tho stati taken, April 
proves to bi mouth, 25 per 
cont of the days being foggy, aud 
Septomber has the least fog, viz., 1 por 
cent. ‘The time of the occurence of the 
maximum varies with the latitude, the 
South coast recording the maximuta in 

Shantuog and the Gulf of 
Pechili between June and July. 
Mr. Figg doscribes the conditions under 
which fog is produced and when fog ix 
liable to occur. With the complete 
shment of the hot weather conui- 
it fog practically 
coascs to exist, except the purol 
local fogs which occasionally occur at 
individual stations in the suram 
which

of fog occurs usually in the evening or 
early morning hours and is quickly dis- 
sipated by the warming up of the air 
after sunrise. To the navigator the 
practical importance of the results 
arrived at is this, that about the begin- 
ning of the year whenever it is known 
that low preasu over China 
or adjacont watora he may expect to 
find moro or leas fog along tho const, 
its occurrence becoming more and moro 
frequent and its character probably 
denser, until the period of the yor 
whentho maximum of fog obtains, 
reached on tho differont sparta of ‘th 
coast On the other hand, when China 
is covered by high pressure areas he 
may be tolerably eure that he will not 
moet with fog along the coast, but he 
will, at times, find © good.doal of haze.

Tux Imperial Edict appointing 
special High Commissioners for the 
Maritime Customs has come asa 
surprise in its present form, al- 
though for a long time past is has 
been’ an open secret that the 
Chinese Government had a step of| 
the kind in contemplation. When 
the news was published in the 
Seitlement yesterday it caused a 
flutter of excitement in the minds 
of those who saw in the Erlict 
another expression of the presui 
determination of the Chinese to ri 
themselves of foreign control: no*- 
ably our friends in the Customs 
servise began to speculate upon 
the possible amenities of dircct 
Obinese supervision and of the 
dependence of their employmenc 
and promotion upon the go.d will of 
a Chinese superior, ‘Thore who are 
inclined to resent the assumption 
of alsolute independence by the 
Chinese officials in matters in 
which foreigners or fureign interests 
are corcerned regarded the Edict 
as one of the many questionnble, 
resulis of our rccent guarantee of 























the integrity and independence of 


the Empire and the renewed 
confidence inspired thereby in the 
official mind: while those who 
sympathise with the endeavours 
of the Chinese to reform their 
administration, and so would 
encourage them to be rulers in 
their own house, were startkd 
nevertheless by the apprrent sud- 
denness of the decision and the 
abse. ce of all reference in the Edict 
to the Inspector General himself 
and to the hitherto unimpeachable 
management of Customs affairs 
under foreign leadership. 

We are inclined to hope, how- 
ever, and indeed to believe, that the 
fears of the pessimists as well as 
ions of these who 
sym with the growing spirit 
of independence thas exhibited 
are alike groandless. Sir Robert 
Hart, the great 1-G., has so long 
been regarded as the atsolute ruler 
of the Customs service that the 
fact that he has ever had to take 
his directions from the Chinese 
Government has been almost over- 
looked by the public generally. 
The foreign Inspectorate-General 
has all alung had the Tsungli 
Yamén, and latterly the Wai- 











wupu, as its head; and now 
a special Commission merely takes 
the place of that somewhat cum- 
brous body. To the formation of the 
Commission no one can object ; both 
the High Commissioner Tieh Liang 
and the Vice-Commissioner Tang 
Shao.yi are men of note and abil: 
‘and reference to them by the 
foreign Inspector for the time being 
will probably be, if anything, easier, 
and meet with quicker response 
thau reference to the notoriously 
dilatory Waiwupu. The fact thab 
no mention is made in the Edict of 
either the Inspector-General, Sir 
Robert Hart, or of the Deputy- 
Inspector-General, Sir Robert Bre-

don, would f°, to shew that no inter- 
ference with these posts is contem- 
plated and that the internal 


management of the Customs ser- 
vice will proceed, for the present at 
least, on the old lines. 

The veteran I.-G. is now in his 
seventy-second year and his inten- 
tion ‘to resign can cause n> 
surprise. It is commonly surmised 
that his successor will be the 
proeant Deputy-Inspector-General, 
for an agreement e: between the 
British and Chinese Governments 
that, as long as British trade 








maintains its ascendency, the 
Inspector-General of Customs 
shall continue to be a Bri- 
tish subject : nor is there 


‘any likelihood of such Inspector- 
General being superceded by a 
Chinese Commission, pure and 
simple, as has been at times hinted, 
as long as the Customs revenue 
remains pledged as it is now, as 
security for loans and indemnities 
due to foreign nations, Nor are 
the Chinese likely to have forgotten 
that the establishment of the For- 
eign Inspectorate by Sir Rutherford 
‘Alvock in the year 1854 was an act 
of grace to the Chinese, Shanghai 
at that time having been actually 
la free port since the date of the 
capture of the native city by the 
Triad rebels in September 1853. 
‘A radical change, from to} 
bottom, will have to be made in 
Chinese administrative methods 
before foreigners have any confid- 
ence in a service administered 
purely by Chinese officials, and such 
‘a change can only be brought about 
gradually. Hence, amidst all the 
jealous rivalry of the Powers, we 
expect to see a united front shown 
when it comes to any attempt to 
interfere fundamentally with the 

















present adwirable administra- 
tion of the Onstoms and Postal 


{services upon which foreigners of 
‘every nationality are so largely 
dependent for the smooth carrying 
on of their affairs throughoub the 
Empire. That the Chinese will 
some day be capable of managing 
ithe Customs and Postal services as 
|eficiently as now, we do not doubt; 
but that d long way off. In 

e the “superfluous 
is a necessity, and we 
no signs in the immediate 
tature of his relegation to a position 
inferior to that he now holds in 
China, alike to his own benefit and 
tha» of the people he has so well 
served.

This particular part of the Hupoh 
provinot' bas long "been distinguished 
for its variety of rates of exchange, A 
nominal 100 cash has for a long time 
been worth 97 in notual cash at Wu- 
such, 98 at Lungping ton miles away, 
97 oF 98 in different classos of transac. 
tions at Hsingkuo ninoty miles away, 
and 99 at Chichon the samo distance 
away in another direction. To 
complicate matters, the only cash bills 
which are popular are issued by 
 Wosueh ‘and aro current in 
all,those towns, but not at face value, 
At Wasuob » bill equals 1,000 onsh, at 
Lungping one bas to give ton cash and 
a bill for « thousand, at Obichou one 
must add twenty cash to tho bill, 
‘Whon the copper ten-oash pieoss became 
current (and the only ourrenoy, for 
‘cash is not now to be had at the bauks) 
the banks had to settle all these mone- 
tary problems afresh. At the mint tho 
copper pieces are sold at 98, i.c., 100 
copper pieces equal 1,000 cash, reckoned 
at 08 to the hundred, so that when 
paying 100 cash one pays ten pieces, 
but when paying 99 or 98 cash ono 
also pays 10 pieces. At Chichou the 
banks decided to issue 100 copper pieoos 
for a cash bill, thus saving money on 
the transaction as they bought tho 

at Wuohang at 98 and paid them 
Out instead of 1,000 copper osah at 99. 
At Lungping they had to be content 
without gains. At Wusueh tho banks 
pondered, for if they bought tho 
copper pioces at 98 and then gave 100 
for a bill in a place where the rate was 
97 they would lose ten cash on each 
hundred. They therefore decided to 
take one coin out of sch packet 
they got from the mint. Had they stop- 
ped here all would have gone smoothly, 
for the shopkeopors would havo deduct- 
ed one cash from each ten copper pieces 
which they paid out, and no-one would 
havo lost anything. But old time cus- 
tom has allowed the banks to chargo 
two cash for the piece of string on which 
the cash wore thresded, and the ban| 
did not like to yield this squeeze, so 
they proceeded to take a second copper 
piece out of each packet from the mint 
and put eight cash back, thus getting 
the two cash for the string which they 
no longer provided. Of course the shop- 
keepers objected, for they could not 
divide up two cash among s hundred 
coins. “If they allowed this deduction, 
the loss of the two cash must inevitably 
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fall on the man who broke the parcel of 
copper pieces. The resnlt was that the 
matter was referred to the officials, and 
after plea and counter-ples, the shop- 
keepers have won, nd by proclamation 
the rato in Wusueh from to-morrow will 
bo 98 to the 100, so that the banks will 
hand over unbroken packets of copper 
coins. Doss not the commercial 
strongth of the Chinese lie in this 
pertinacions stroggling against 
smallest losses ?

General Funston, commanding the 
Department of the Pacific, immediately 
took control of the city, and ordered 
bodies of regular troops to patrol the
